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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The submitted amendment contains new claims 44-49. The new claims contain limitations that were not 
present in any of the prior pending claims. Specifically, claim 44 is drawn to a nucleic acid sequence which must comprise retroviral 
nucleic acid sequences which must consist of elements (A) (1-5) and (B) of claim 44. However, elements (A) (1-3) are specific limitations 
that were not in the previous claims. New claims 45-49 also contain these elements and the other pending claims depend on the new 
claims. Therefore, the amendment would require further consideration of issues under 35 USC 112, first paragraph (including enablement 
and possibly new matter); 112, second paragraph; and also require a further search to identify prior art that meets the new limitations.
